ince. That,  at  least,  Is  their  own  conception 
for  they  are  tait<derant  of  Ttewa  baaed  on  the 
experience  of  centuries  They  are  nothing  If  not 
oracular.  They  are  doctrlzuOres  par  excellence 
Ih  evolvlnf  theorlaa  for  eooape  from  the  frying 

pan  of  11^0  They  emit  schemes  which  dazzle  by 
their  vastneas  but  tantallae  by  their  insufflclency. 
Ihey  are  obaeaaed  with  the  "hope"  that  they  are 
self-created  and  ordained  for  the  purpose  of 
Tevolutioniziag  society.

Ita 
provincial  debt  is  owed  in  New  York.  In  London, 
in  Montreal,  and  must  be  paid  in  terms  of  the 
currency  In  which  It  was  borrowed.  The  laaue  of 
"scrip"  In  thla  province  could  aeeompllah' the 
bankruptcy  of  British  Columbia  quicker  than  any 
other  measure  It  would  be  bad  money  which 
would  drive  all  the  good  money  out  of  the 
provlTwe  and  our  i industrial  intereata  and  their 
thousands  of  ahareh^an  would  ba  laft  hlgk, 
dry  and  stranded.

A  mediator  between  East  and  West  has  passed 
on  In  the  death  in  this  city  of  Dr.  Inaao  Nltobe. 
Of  dlatlngulahad  Japaneee  anceatry  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Hou.se  of  Peers,  who  was  educated  on 
this  continent  and  married  to  an  American  lady, 
thla  leader  of  thought  with  hla  western  afniia- 
tlons  was  well  qualified  to  promote  mutual  un- 
derstanding between  his  native  land  and  this 
eontlaent.  Opportunity  for  this  sort  of  service 
was  Riven  i^r  Nltobe  as  Japan's  flrat  repreaenta- 
tive  to  the  League  of  Natloiia  of  which  body  he 
waa  Under  Secretary  for  a  time.  In  a  course  of 
lectures  deUvered  last  Winter  In  the  Unltad 
Slates.  Dr.  Nltobe  endeavored  to  Interpret  to  the 
American  public  his  country's  position  roKardlnR 
affairs  in  AsU.  He  waa  also  a  mediating  influ- 
ence as  an  active  member  ahiee  Ita  Inception  of 
the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  of  which  he 
was  president  for  two  years.  Though  In  falling 
health  he  Insisted  on  taking  part  at  the  Instl- 
tutc's  reeant  meetlhg  at  Banff. 

The  contribution  that  Dr.  Nltobe  made  to 
mutual  underaUndlng  between  the  nationa  waa 
no  doubt  ln!5plred  by  his  faith 'In  Christianity, 
of  which  he  was  a  hlfhly  honored  exponent.  In 
his  own  country  he  la  beat  known  aa  aa  educa- 
tionist, having  served  his  Oovernment  In  this 
capacity  both  as  administrator  and  lecturer.  His 
mteraat  in  Chliatlan  education  waa  ahown  In 
the  founding  of  the  Woman's  Christian  College 
of  Japan,  which  has  just  completed  Its  Ofteenth 
year.  Of  thto  ooUaie.  batter  known  In  Japaa  aa 
the  Toklo  Womaa'8  University.  Dr  Nltobe  was 
first  preeldent  aad  at  llM  time  of  his  death  hon- 
orary prealdenk  Deep  qrmpathy  will  go  out  to  his 
widow  who  has  bOMI  HVtBf  lA  Ikli  titf  far 
several  montha.

It  was  due  to  the  aetloaa  of  other 
nations  that  Ortat  BiMda,  after  a 
handred  years  of  free  trade, 
adopted  the  principle  of  pratabhoo. 
She  did  that  because  the  logic  of 
circumstanoes  forced  her  to  do  It. 
Sxperienee  to  business  had  demon- 
abnaled  that  one  free  trade  nation 
to  a  world  which  had  gone  over 
completely  to  protection  simply 
could  not  conttoue  alOBf  tbe  path 
of  free  trade  aad  bve.

But  to  adcH3tini(  the  principle  Of 
proieetlen  for  home  industries  Great 
Britain  remained  tolerant  and  oiod- 
arate.  She  did  not  go  to  the  ex - 
treaiee  applied  to  other  nations,  such 
as  the  United  States.  Prance.  Ger- 
many and  Italy.  Ih  no  Inatance  did 
the  protective  system  adopted  by 
Britain  tovolve  absolute  exdualon 
from  her  Inatketa  ot  aU  foreign 
products  There  were  loopholes  cut 
to  her  tariff  waUs.  which  could  be 
taken  advaataga  el  under  oertain 
stated  circumstances  There  were 
provlslens  for  the  negotiation  of 
treaUefe  tavohrlng  trade  preferences, 
based  upon  the  findings  of  the  Ot- 
tawa Conference.  Already  Oreat 
Britain  haa  made  reciprocal  trade 
agreements  with  several  ccwmtries 
not  coounltted  to  the  principles  of 
extreme  protection,  and  has  ob- 
tained .substantial  advantages  In  the 
markets  of  thoae  countries.  Tluit 
Is  one  rsason  why.  at  the  present 
time.

Nowhere  in  the  Elec- 
loas  Act  li  there  a  suggeatlon,  ex- 
prosaed  or  Implied,  that  the  Oov- 
ernment ol  tbe  provlnoe  shall  be  a 
monopoly  Of  aaa  Or  two  selected 
parties.

Get  a  little  keg.  tub  or  croek.  pat 
a  thin  layer  of  ooom  aalt  over  the 
bottom,  place  a  laiver  ot  ftoh  to  the 
tub,  one  deep,  tails  to  the  centre; 
then  a  layer  of  salt  and  continue, 
a  layer  of  fish  and  a  laver  of  salt, 
until  the  tub  Is  full.  Place  aboard 
on  the  fish  and  a  weight  on  the 
board  to  hold  it  down.  Then  cover 
the  top  of  the  tub.  In  a  week,  the 
salt  win  have  dissolved  toto  brine. 
If  sufficient  brine  does  not  form 
to  a  week  to  completely  cover  the 
fish,  or  If  evaporation  takes  place 
later,  add  brine  made  by  dissolving 
about  iialf  a  ixiund  of  coarse  salt 
to  each  pint  of  water,  or  until  a 
slice  of  potato  will  float  on  it. 

A  lady  from  Norway  tells  me  that 
they  can  be  eaten  without  cooking 
after  lying  to  thla  brine  for  three 
montha.  They  ate  than  quite  cured. 
But  If  eae  deahae  them  lees  aalty. 
then  bcU  them  to  several  watera 
for  two  or  three  minutes,  putting 
them  to  edU  and  hot  water  al- 
ternately until  sufhclent  of  the  salt 
ha."  l>een  boiled  out.

"The  city  directory  has  become  so 
intimately  associated  with  every 
phase  of  daily  life  that  It  is  ac- 
cepted as  a  matter  of  course."  Roy 
Wrigley,  puMiaher  of  the  Wrigley 
Directary,  told  a  gathering  of  the 
Rotary  Spokes  Club  at  an  informal 
meeting  held  in  the  home  of  Arthur 
P.  Da  we. 

The  first  directory  in  book  form 
was  published  in  London  in  1640 
and  contained  only  "the  names  of 
gentlemen  of  accompts  (accounts) 
were  residing  within  the  City 
of  liondon."  A  more  comprehen- 
sive volume  waa  pubUabad  la  1877 
under  the  title,  "A  Oolleetlea  el  ttat 
Names  of  Merchants." 

PARIS  SECOND  CITY 
Paris  was  the  second  city  to  have 
a  directory,  which  appeared  in  1691 
for  two  consecutive  years.  These 
two  were  the  only  cities  in  which 
directories  were  issued  during  the 
seventeenth  century,  and  were  ap- 
parently far  ahead  of  the  times,  as 
It  was  many  years  before  other  at- 
tempts were  made. 

Forty-one  years  later  the  f^rst 
publication  bearli.K'  the  name  of 
'Directory  '  was  i.s.sued  In  London. 
One  of  the  chief  difllcultles  of  direc- 
tory publishing  at  this  early  period 
waa  ttie  lack  of  house  numbers,  and 
because  of  this  many  of  the  hou.ses 
were  known  aa  "The  Black  Bear.' 
"The  White  Swan,"  The  Six  Oolden 
Lights."  or  "Such  and  lueh  a  row. 
next  door  to  the  goldamtth."  House 
numbering  did  not  become  general 
until  1800.  Difficulties  had  to  be 
overcome  gradually  until  the  pres- 
ent  system   of   street  and  house
